The fricnd hung
thie soldier's hat on & peg in the garret.
Wiright did not return. and the articles
wern forgotten, e day last week
Wright arrived the friend’'s howme
and inquired for the accoutrements
They were found hatging Ih the gurrat
A pickake of ground coffea and one of
browh sugar were in the haversack ne
they hid been dealt out fof rations on
the field The canteen containad a
small quantity of whisky. Tt was thick
and muddy, but had the aroma of the
old stufr.’
